YORK, March 4.—Maj. Ferdinand 
Walsin Esterhazy,. who confessed that he 
forged the Dreyfus berdereau, has been 
geen in this city.

Count Pangert of Belgium, who knew Es- 
terhazy in Paris, and two waiters, are the 
persons who assert that they recognized 
the man who became notorious in the 
Dreyfus case. Pangert was talking French 
with friends when Esterhazy overheard 
him and, with his friends, immediately 
Sougyit a secluded corner. Their movements 
attracted Pangert's notice and he says he 
Immediately recognized Esterhazy, as did 
the two walters. :

Eisterhazy is the scion of a great and hon- 
orabie family. He was born in 1847. He 
bore his father's name, but not his title. 
He was néver legitimatized and, through 
thie accident of birth, entered the French 
Seeny by what is known as the foreign le- 
gion. 

His career was marked by good conduct 
and cleverness. It soon led to his transfer 
to the infantry From that. 
through varied and rapid promotions, he 
was appointed one of the orderly officers tc 
President Grevy. From there, with a single 
bound, he passed on to the headquarters 
staff.

Attempt to Gain Liberty «a.:one, How- 
ever, Would Be Useless, 
He Declares. 


“I do not oppose using physical force in 
Ireland's fight for lHberty,”’ said Hon. John 
F. Finerty of Chicago, president. of the 
United Irish League of America, in talking 
to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday morning. ‘‘If 
Ireland possessed the requisite ‘physical 


force I should advocate the acquisition of 
independence py shooting bullets at Great 
Britain. But as a matter of present ex- 
pediency I favor work along eee eey 

oO 
use force at this time would be suicidal.”’ 

Mr. Finerty will address a mass.meetin 
of citizens at the Germania (Fourteent 
Street) Theater, Tuesday evening, under 
the auspices of the United Irish League, 
Central Branch, the 124th anniversary of 
the birth of Robert Emmet. being the oc- 
casion. 

“I wish {t to be understood,” continued 
Mr. Finerty, ‘‘that have no qualms of 
conscience regarding Great Britain. War- 
fare is honorable when undertaken for a 
righteous cause, and Ireland certainly has 
a right to make war for her liberties. With 
me the only question is that of expediency. 
The time may come when force may be ex- 
pedient, but it is not now. 

‘*There is one ray of hope for Island’s ab- 
solute independence, and that is in the 
event of a war between Great Britain and 
any other world-power. If a nation in 
arms against Great Britain could throw an 
army corps into Ireland, drill every Irish 
man and boy who is: able to bear arms, 
place a rifie in the hands of every Irishman 
and make an army out of the male popula- 
tion. Ireland might achieve independence. 

‘The Irish are brave men, willing to 
fight, but at present they are not fighters, 
because they have not been trained to fight. 
England has prohibited drilling for a hun- 
dred years.

GLOVES -AND EMPTY SHELLS 


FOUND IN THE HOUSE WHERE 
EARLS WERE MURDERED. 


It Will Be Shown That Batson Pur- 
chased These Articles in the Vil- 
lage Store—Handwriting of 
the Note on the Door.

LAKE CHARLES, la., March 4.— 
A strong chain of circumstances connect 
Edmund A. Batson, the young Missourian, 
with che murder of six-members of the Ear! 
family near the hamlet of Welsh. 

The officers collecting evidence against 
Batson have a pair of buckskin gloves that 
were picked up by the searchers at the time 
the butchery was discovered. "The right 
hand glove was found in front of the 
house where the bodies of Mrs. Eari and 
her four sons lay. This glove is well worn, 
and the fingers are stiff with biood. The 
murderer, it Wil be remembered, cut the 
throats of three of the five victims in the 
house. The mate to this glove was found 


dy of L. 8. Earl, where the murderer 
threw it after killing the father and this 
further approves the theory that he was 
the last one slaughtered. 

Bell, the Welsh merchant, says that Bat- 
son purchased a pair.of gloves precisely 
like those at his store. 

On the door had been posted a notice 
written by the murderer, stating that Ward 
Barl. was not at home. Deputy Sheriff 
Hardy picked up a plece of paper crumpled 
into a small ball and thrown behind the 
stove in Ward Earl's house. On this paper 
are two attempts to write the notice, neith- 
er of which were satisfactory. The first one 
ran: “I won’ be back for—."’.This proving 
unsatisfaetory. he scratched it out. The 
second attempt was sa follows: “Gone. 
Will be back Monday or Tuesday.’ This 
was also thrown away. The paper is exact- 
ly the same as that of the tablet left by Bat. 
gon at the Downs stables where ward Far|'s 
mules were offered for sale. Deputy Hardy 
aleo brought in the five empty shells which 
the man tossed away as he reloaded the 
shotgun with which he killed his victims. 
These shelis correspond with those pur- 
chased by Batson. 

The theory held here is that Batson 
killed Ward Ear! for the purpose of rob- 
bery, and that the murders of other mem- 
bers of the family were committed in an 
effort to prevent detection for the first 
erime. 

It is reasoned that no one but Batson 
could have done the killing. He is the only 
person missing from the neighborhood. A 
man closely answering his description and 
Grins his name was at Lake Charles with 

Earl's mules after the crime had been 
committed.

It reminds one 
of one.of the -.stone-paved streets of ‘New 
York in its cleanliness. Nowhere in the 
United States its-there is a city as clean as 
New York. This was not always so.

Louls. But there came a. man into office 
who was not only capable, but honest and 
ambitious to clean his city and to keep it 
clean. That was Col. Waring. At first the 
people scoffed at him and said it was im- 
possible to keep New York clean, that be- 
cause it had dirty politics therefore. its 
streets must be dirty also. Col. Waring 
soon proved the fallaciousness of that the- 
ory. He reorganized the street cleaning de- 
partment, put his workmen in uniform so 
that they could not ‘“‘soldier’’ without de- 
tection and insisted that every man should 
do a day's sey hs ae 3 day's pay, no matter 
what his political pull. 

After the initial cleanin Col. Waring 
found no difficulty in keeping his men up 
to their work: ol. Waring’s stcc®*sors, 
notably Percy Nagel, a mere politician, 
found that they could not recede from 
Waring’s standard without political ex- 
tinction. Percy Nagel, who had never 
worked so hard before in his Iife, drove 
about the city, day and night, soying out 
laggards and encouraging faithful workers.

Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and Ohio 
Will Be the Sufferers, Says 


Prof. Blatchley.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 4,—Prof. 
W. 83. Blatchley, state geologist of Indiana. 
has officially designated next June for the 
reappearance of the dreaded locust pest. 
Every 17 years these pupa rise from the 
ground, where the eggs were deposited by 
the winged insects that preceded them.

DAMAGES FOR TALL

SAYS CHICAGO SUPPLIED HIM 
WITH ROTTEN ROPES. 


CORNICE SAVED HIS LIFE 


Sutherland, the Only Steeple Jack 
Using “Fly” Feet, May Be En- 
tirely Incapacitated. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 4.—The “human fly”’ in- 
tends bringing suit against the city of Chi- 
cago for personal injuries sustained in work 
on the Chicago avenue water works tower. 
The “human fiy” is F. 8. Sutherland, who 
makes his living by scaling the dizzy 
heights of church steeples, flagstaffs, tow- 
ers and lofty buildings for the purpose of 
making repairs, flying flags or painting 
the statues, towers, steeples and stacks 
which he climbs. 

His has been a long and adventurous ca- 
reer, but without serious mishap until he 
ascended the Chicago water works tower 
last year. He declares that he was ob- 
liged to use ropes furnished by the city; 
that the ropes were unequal to the strain 
of bearing his weight; that he slipped and 
rolied, saving himself by grasping a pro- 
jecting ledge from being dashed to death on 
the pavement many hundred feet below, 
and that he has seriously wrenched his 
spine and injured his spinal cord, 

All these charges the “human fly’’ makes 
in a bill prepared by his attorney, D. H. 
Parker, who insists that his client may be 
so badly injured through the weakness of 
the ropes furnished by the city of Chicago 
as to be incapacitated from further pur- 
suing his vocation as a “steeple jack,”’ and 
that if such is the case he is clearly en- 
titled to damages. 

Of course the law department of the city 
of Chicago will have something to say 
about that before the damages are paid, 
and probably the testimony of several! 
“steeple jack” experts will be required to 
settle the matter. 

Whatever the merits of the lawsuit may 
be, certain it is that F. 8. Sutherland, who 
calls himself the “human fly,” has an odd 
and dangerous calling, which has taken him 
into many queer places in all parts of the 
world. e has been on some of the high- 
est towers and steeples in evistence, includ- 
ing the Eiffel Tower of Pa the cathe- 
dral at Cologne, the New York Worid 
dome, the Philadelphia city hall and many 
others. He claims to hold the record for 
the 48 highest climbs ever made without 
the aid of ladders or scaffolding. Suther- 
land has a method of his own, which he 
says is original and used by no other 
‘“steeple-jack’’ in the business. 

In casting about for some way of improv- 
ing the methods of ascending stacks and 
steeples, Sutherland’s attention was at- 
tracted ohe day by a ny crawling up the 
wall of his room. Like Robert Bruce, who 
was inspired to renewed exertions by the 
persistence of a spider which he saw falling 
down two or three times, Sutherland was 
seized with the idea of duplicating the 
methods of the fly. 

He found out that the fly was enabled 
to crawl up a vertical surface or even an 
inverted plane surface as smooth as a glass 
pane by the use of little suction pads or 
cups in its feet, and he set himself to the 
task of duplicating these. After many ex- 
veriments and trials he succeeded in per- 
fecting an arrangement for his feet which, 
while it cannot be trusted as implicity to 
sustain his weight as the trusts its 
nimble feet, aids materially in climbing up 
a steeple at an angle of 60 degrees or less. 

With these suction pads, which are his 
own invention and are used by no other 
“steeple jack’ In the business, Sutherland 
as been enabled to do some very tall climb. 
ing 10 almost inaccessible places He uses 
a system of ropes in addition to the suction 
ads and he has a peculiar knot with which 

e ties his rope at the top of a steeple when 
he js about to come down and which opens 
when he merely shakes the rope on reach- 
ing terra firma, allowing the rope to come 
tumbling down after him. 

At the Milwaukee carnival last fall he 
made a great hit by ascending to the top of 
the city hall three times a day, sliding down 
a rope extending from the top of the builld- 
ing at an angle of 45 degrees to a point wel) 
out in the street and then pulling down the 


rope.

As the representative of the Emperor he says he comes “to 
cement the friendly bonds existing between the two countries.” 

Th:s is gratifying. 

While Germany dees not woo the friendship of the United 
States “the Germans are always ready to shake hands across 
the Atlantic,” moreover “Germany is ever ready to fight,”’ it is 
“a nation in arms, but not a belligerent nation.’’ 

These passages jar a little, but read in connection with the

Finally the Prince's declaration that his ‘“‘sovereign is.ever an 
advocate of peace and intends to keep his peace with the na- 
takes the sting out of the warning, if it was a warning.

Championship pugilism in England is 
surely at a low ebb. Americans of class 
inferior have been crossing the water and 
taking championships of all grades without 
trouble. 

Philadelphia Jack O’Brien,'a boxer of fair 
repute, but not extraordinary merit; Harry 
Harris, who, though a self-styled champion, 
could do no better than draw with Austin 
Rice at Chicago recently, and others, have 
all had a dip into English honors. 

And now comes one “Sandy Ferguson of 
Bostdn,”"’ whoever he may be, who last 
night won the heavyweight championship 
of England from Ben. Taylor of London in 
a bout at Whitechapel The contest was 
ended in ten rounds and the prize of the 
victor, aside from the alleged championship, 
was $750. 

From the regularity with which second- 
class Americans are beating the first-class 
English, it may be presumed that the Eng- 
lish have lost the art they once introduced 
or the advertising agents of the American 
fighters abroad have been hustling extraor- 
dinarily. 

That we have not heard of an English 
fighter of real merit for many moons seems 
to indicate that there is a genuine dearth 
of good boxing material abroad. Or, per- 
haps, it is only the superiority of the 
American brand that makes this appear go. 


CHICAGO A CITY OF DRAWS. 
Chicago is a city of “draws,” as regards | 
pugilism. That decision, so abhorrent to th» | 
ears of local impressarios, is accepted with- 
out comment in the dity of Siler, White and 
others of refereeing note.
